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Gentlemen,™ 

The  Cleator  Moor  Urban  District  is  situated  in  West 
Cumberland  about  three  miles  North-east  of  St.  Bees,  two  and 
a half  miles  North  of  Egremont,  and  four  and  a half  miles 
South  of  Whitehaven,  and  roughly  speaking  it  is  bounded  on 
the  East  by  River  Ehen,  and  on  the  West  ])y  the  Stream 
known  as  the  Keekle  Beck. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  2947  acres  and  the  predomiTiant 
character  of  the  soil  is  that  of  heavy  stiff  clay,  but  in  se  ne 
places  the  soil  is  of  a heavy  loam  consistence  and  even  in  some 
parts  is  sandy  or  gravelly  in  nature.  The  district  has  e.n 
elevation  of  about  two  hundred  and  eighty  feet  above  tise  ]e\el 
of  the  sea,  and  is  well  exposed  to  every  wind  that  blows. 

The  chief  industry  of  our  district  is  that  of  iron  ore 
mining  and  the  smelting  of  the  ore.  Coal  mining  is  also 
carried  out  in  the  disHict,  but  mining  in  this  respect  is  only 
trivial  in  comparison  to  the  iron  ore  industry.  The  linen 
thread  mills  at  Cleator  find  employment  to  about  two  hundred 
men  and  women,  while  the  Forge  (at  Cleator  also)  gives 
employment  to  a few  artisans. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  surrounding  rural  district  are 
farmers,  both  dairy  and  sheep  farming  being  carried  on  in  the 
district.  From  the  dairy  farmers  we  obtain  an  excellent  supply 
of  milk  and  butter,  and  from  the  sheep  farmers  a supply  of 
mutton  of  prime  quality. 


The  Census  of  1911  showed  our  population  to  be  8302  and 
as  I consider  our  popalation  to  be  nearly  stationary,  although 
no  doubt  at  present  a considerable  number  of  our  young  men 
have  enlisted  and  left  the  district  temporarily,  and  of  these  I 
do  not  intend  to  consider  in  statistics  in  this  report.  I think 
if  we  estimate  the  population  at  8300  we  shall  be  near  the 
nark. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  at  the 
Census  of  1911  was  1626,  and  this  gives  an  average  of  5T 
inhabitants  to  each  house,  wliich  is  reallv  the  same  number  as 
when  the  census  of  1901  was  taken.  Since  then  about  twenty- 
five  new  houses  have  been  built  and  inhabited  in  the  district. 

During  the  year  1914  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  births 
were  registered  in  the  district,  which  represents  a birth-rate 
of  29  76  per  thousand  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population, 
which  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  last  year.  Of  these 
children  born  during  the  year  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
were  legitimate  and  ten  illegitimate. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  in  the 
district  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-six,  giving  a death-rate 
of  15‘18,  V)ut  ten  deaths  of  lesidents  of  our  district  were  regis- 
tered in  Institutions  and  localities  outside  the  district,  so  that 
tiie  total  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  one 
hundred  and  thirty-six,  which  gives  a total  death-rate  for  the 
year  of  16  38  which  is  1 81  above  the  rate  of  last  year. 

But  in  comparing  death-rates  of  different  towns  and  dis- 
tricts with  each  other  there  are  other  sources  Avhich  it  is 
necessary  to  consider.  A population  consists  of  a number  of 
people  living  at  every  age  from  the  time  of  birth  to  a hundred 
years.  Now  the  age  distribution  of  two  or  more  populations 
may  differ  widely,  the  proportion  of  children,  adults,  and  old 
people  being  often  veiy  different.  If  the  death-rate  were  the 
same  for  all  ages  this  different  age  distribution  might  be 
neglected,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  Children  under  five  and 
old  people  over  fifty-five  years  of  age  die  at  a greater  rate, 

while  those  between  five  and  fiftv-five  die  at  a less  rate  than 

«/ 

that  indicated  by  the  general  rate. 

The  proportionate  number  of  males  and  females  is  also  a 
disturbing  factor  in  any  population.  Females  at  all  ages  have 
a lower  death-rate  than  males  except  in  the  decade  between 
ten  and  twenty  years  when,  the  female  rate  is  slightly  higher. 

The  exodus  of  young  people  from  small  urban  and  rinal 


districts  tends  to  a larger  young  population  in  large  towns 
than  in  such  districts. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  uncorrected  death-rate  of 
rural  districts  overstates  while  the  death-rate  of  large  cities 
understate  the  real  mortality. 

If  the  death-rate  of  England  and  Wales  is  divided  by  the 
calculated  standard  death-rate  a factor  is  obtained  which  when 
multiplied  into  the  recorded  death-rate  serves  to  make  allow- 
ance for  the  differences  of  age  and  sex  distributions  and  to 
furnish  a corrected  death-rate  comparable  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales. 

Our  recorded  death-rate  for  1914  is  16  38  and  the  factor 
for  our  district  for  1913  (I  have  not  received  the  factor  for 
1914)  is  1'0387,  our  corrected  death-rate  is  therefore  16’38  x 
10387  equal  to  17  01. 

Our  corrected  death-rate  for  the  year  1914  is  therefore 
17  01  per  thousand  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population. 

During  the  j^ear  twenty-five  deaths  of  children  occurred 
under  one  year  of  age  giving  an  infantile  death-rate  of  3' 
which  is  11  below  that  of  last  year. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  ja^ar  as 
already  stated  was  two  hundred  and  forty-seven,  and  this  gives 
the  infant  death-r  te  per  a thousand  births  registered  of  101‘2 
which  is  36'8  below  the  same  death-rate  of  last  year. 

The  causes  of  deaths  of  these  infants  were — Convulsions, 
one  ; Bronchitis,  three  ; Pneumonia,  three  ; Diarrhoea,  one  ; 
Injury  at  Birth,  one  ; Atelectasis,  two;  Congenital  Mrdforma- 
tion,  one ; Premature  Birth,  four ; Atrophy,  Debility,  and 
Marasmus,  eight ; and  other  causes,  one. 

In  addition  to  these  twenty* five  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  twelve  children  died  between  the  ages  of  one  and  tv.  o 
years,  and  six  between  the  ages  of  two  and  five  years,  making 
a total  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  old  of  forty-three, 
which  gives  a death-rate  of  5 2 for  children  under  five  years  of 
age.  This  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year. 

Thirty-six  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  sixty-five  years 
of  age  giving  a senile  death-rate  of  4‘3. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis was  eight,  giving  a death-rate  of  '96  from  this  cause, 


but  in  addition  to  these  eight  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
seven  cases  were  registered  under  the  heading  of  other  tid  ier- 
culosis  diseases,  giving  a total  of  fifteen  deaths  from  tul  ier- 
culous  diseases  and  a death-rate  of  1’8,  which  is  exactly  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Seventy-two  cases  were  notified  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act,  fifty-two  of  these  being  due  to 
Scarlet  Fever,  sixteen  to  Erysipelas,  and  four  to  Diphtheria. 
Fifteen  of  the  ca=es  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Diphtheria 
were  removed  to  Galemire  Isolation  Hospital  for  isolation  and 
treatment  as  they  could  not  be  xiroperly  treated  and  isolated  at 
home. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  during  the 
year  was  five,  three  of  which  were  due  to  Whooping  Cough 
and  two  to  Diphtheria.  This  gives  a death-rate  from  this 
cause  of  6’ 

Thirty-three  cases  were  notified  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Regulations,  nineteen  of  these  being  of  pulmonary  origin,  and 
fourteen  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  death-rate 
from  this  cause  has  already  been  given. 

Six  cases  of  Cancer  were  registered  giving  a death-rate  of 
'12  from  this  cause. 

In  cases  of  diseases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  visited  the 
infected  houses  and  the  surroundings,  supplied  disinfectants 
and  remedied  any  nuisance  or  unsatisfactory  condition  found, 
and  upon  the  cessation  of  the  disease  or  the  removal  of  the 
case  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  had  the  houses  properly 
disinfected. 

The  water  supply  of  tiie  district  is  derived  from  springs 
and  a collecting  area  among  the  Cumberland  Fells  from 
districts  practically  uninhabited  and  largel}^  uncultivated, 
and  at  a higher  level  than  any  inhabited  house  from  which 
any  contandnation  can  take  place.  The  supply  is  a constant 
one  and  so  far  we  have  always  had  an  abundant  supply.  The 
water  is  of  good  quality  and  is  well  adapted  for  dome&tic 
purposes. 

On  the  6th  July  Mr.  Robertson,  our  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspected  and  I visited  and  inspected  all  the  Cowsheds, 
Dairies,  and  Milkshops  in  the  district,  and  submitted  a special 
report  on  them  then.  We  found  ail  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds 


satisfactory,  being  well  b’ghted  and  ventilated,  and  well  lime- 
washed.  In  every  instance  the  system  of  drainage  slopes  to 
gullies  placed  outside,  and  in  all  cases  there  is  an  abundant 
supply  of  cold  water. 

There  are  no  milkshops  in  the  district. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  district  is  good,  the  conve3^ance  of 
milk  from  the  producer  to  the  consumer  being  direct  and 
carted  in  suitable  utensils. 

Our  Slaughter-houses  were  also  visited  and  inspected  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  a special  report  submitted  to  you  for  your 
consideration.  All  our  Slaughter-houses  are  well  lighted  and 
ventilated  and  plentifully  supplied  witli  cold  water.  All  the 
floors  slope  to  gullies  placed  outside,  and  in  all  cases  we  found 
the  houses  clean  and  well  kept,  and  limewashing  being  cai-e- 
fully  attended  to.  The  Co-operative  Society’s  one  is  lined 
with  glazed  tile  and  in  consequence,  does  not  require  lime- 
washing. 

On  four  different  occasions  during  the  year  I was  asked  bj^ 
Mr.  Beatson,  the  Manager  of  the  butchering  depHitment  of  the 
Co-operative  Society,  to  inspect  four  carcases  On  all  these 
occasions  I ordered  the  internal  viscera  and  thin  parts  to  be 
destroyed,  but  considered  the  I'emainder  of  the  carcases  quite 
flt  for  human  food.  All  the  carcases  suffered  from  slight 
tuberculosis  and  localised. 

The  Market  is  visited  and  inspected  regularly  by  our 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  occasionally  b}^  myself,  with  a view  of 
preventing  an^^  article  of  food  being  sold  which  might  be 
found  unsatisfactory^  diseased,  or  in  any  way  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  but  so  far  there  has  been  no  case  found  requiring 
interference. 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  district  is  satisfactory 
and  the  system  employed  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  that  of 
settling  tniiks  and  treatment  with  lime. 

There  is  no  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  in  the  district. 

There  is  only  one  common  lodging-house  within  our 
jurisdiction.  It  is  daily  inspected  hy  the  Council’s  Lodging 
House  luspector  who  reports  to  the  Council  at  regular 
intervals. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  the  district,  and  a certain  number  of 
children  are  inspected  annually"  by  two  Assistants  and  a Nurse 


who  distribute  cards  of  recommendation  for  treatment  to  the 
local  medical  men. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Cumberland  County  Council  and  came  into  force  on  1st  July, 
1914. 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  in  the  hands 
of  the  County  Council,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  the  supervising  Officer  who,  I believe,  carries  out  the 
duties  with  the  assistance  of  a Nurse. 

There  are  about  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty 
water  closets  in  the  district  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  About  twenty  earth  closets  exist  at  farms 
and  outlying  cottages,  the  refuse  and  excreta  from  wliich  are 
removed  by  the  residents  of  the  houses. 

There  are  no  ashpits  or  cesspools  in  the  town  area  and  the 
house  refuse  is  daily  removed  by  the  Council’s  carts  from  the 
private  buckets  of  the  occupiers  of  the  houses  and  carted  ^avay 
to  suitable  tips  at  a distance. 

On  the  24th  of  March  I visited  and  inspected  all  the  beck- 
to-back  houses  in  our  district  and  submitted  a report  to  you  at 
the  time,  and  I regret  that  very  few  improvements  have  been 
<'arried  out  since. 

At  Numbers  10  and  44,  9 and  42,  8 and  40,  and  7 and  38, 
Wyridham  Street,  tlie  water  closets  have  been  completed  and 
are  as  satisfactory  as  the  general  conditions  of  the  houses  and 
surroundings  will  allow,  but  excepting  these  improvements 
nothing  of  any  consequence  has  been  done  during  the  year 

To  summarise  the  work  done  then  during  the  year  in 
thirty-two  houses  the  vrork  has  been  carried  out  ; in  thirty 
thouses  condemned)  nothing  has  been  done  ; and  the  house  I 
asked  to  get  demolished  as  a nuisance  in  the  locality  in  which 
it  stands  has  not  been  removed.

Houses  still  unable  for  human  habitation  — 30,  and  add  to 
this  one  which  has  stood  empty  for  years  and  ought  to  be 
demolished. 

General  character  of  defects  are  back-to-back  houses  with- 
out through  ventilation  ; and  overcrowding  of  houses  on  a 
given  area. 

Meetings  have  been  held  hy  the  Local  Authority  through- 
out the  year  regarding  a Housing  Sclieme  but  so  far  we  have 
not  yet  commenced  to  build  houses.  I understand,  however, 
that  land  has  now  been  bought  and  that  an  application  for 
powers  has  been  lodged  with  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  I trust  that  building  operations  will  soon  be  proceeded 
with  which  will  assist  in  relieving  the  present  congested  con- 
dition of  our  houses,  as  it  is  impossible  to  turn  ])eople  out  of 
houses  when  we  have  nowhere  else  to  put  them. 

On  the  lOth,  16th,  and  20th  July,  Mr.  Robertson  and  I 
visited  and  inspected  the  whole  of  the  Factories  and  Work- 
shops in  the  district  and  submitted  a report  on  the  same. 

Our  Factories  and  Workshops  are  well  lighted  and  venti- 
lated and  generally  of  a satisfactory  nature,  and  when  the  few 
cases  already  reported  have  been  put  into  a sanitary  condition, 
it  will  leave  little  to  be  desired. 

I append  Mr.  Robertson’s  report  as  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.

Messrs.  Cleator  Moor  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I lay  before  you  my  first  Annual  Report.  Having 
only  been  appointed  on  August  24th  last  it  may  not  be  as  full 
as  I should  like  it. 


During  the  year  the  following  Nuisances  have  been 
reported.  There  were  Thirteen  defective  w.c.’s,  Twenty 
insanitary  yards,  Seven  choked  w.c.’s.  One  broken  gully  trap, 
One  defective  water  supi)ly.  One  of  accumulation  of  ashes, 
One  insanitary  ashpit  at  Palmer’s  Court,  Oleator.  All  these 
have  been  remedied. 

Fifty-two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  reported  dur- 
ing the  year,  Sixteen  of  Erysipelas,  and  Four  of  Diphtheria. 
Of  these,  Fifteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  removed  to 
Galen  I ire  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment.  One  case  of 
Diphtheria  was  also  removed. 

During  the  month  of  June  a joint  inspection  was  made  by 
the  Meaical  Officer  and  myself  of  Slaughter-houses  in  our  dis- 
trict, some  of  which  are  not  quite  up-to-date  but  meet  the 
requirements  as  nf^ar  as  possible  The  disposal  of  the  refuse 
from  the  Slaughter-houses  is  not  all  that  could  be  desired  and 
I hope  in  the  incoming  jmar  that  I may  be  able  to  report  an 
improvement. 

On  July  6th,  IQlf,  the  Medical  Officer  and  myself  made  an 
inspection  of  the  Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Milk-shops  in  the 
district,  and  we  were  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  in  every  case 
everything  and  all  requests  that  had  been  made  had  been 
<\!]  ried  out.  and  Ave  can  no\v  claim  that  the  Dairies,  Cow-sheds 
and  Milk-shops  are  in  a highly  satisfactory^  condition. 

On  the  10th,  16th.  and  20th  of  July  Ave  inspected  theAAffiole 
of  the  Factories  and  VVorkshops  in  the  district  and  our  report 
is  as  follows  : — 

There  are  Nine  Factories  in  the  district.  Three  of 
Avliich  AA^ere  found  in  a insanitary  condition,  Tavo  of  which 
iiaAm  noAv  been  put  into  a satisfactory  condition.  The  Third 
one  has  noAv  receiAmd  ail  the  attention  we  required  of  them. 

Workshops — As  regards  the  Workshops  there  Avere  Five 
cases.  Those  that  noAv  exist  have  been  put  into  a satisfactory 
state. 

Water  Supply. — Twelve  neAv  water  services  haAmbeen  put 
in  affecting  Twenty-five  houses  and  the  Water  Supply  to  the 
district  is  highly  satisfactory.  The  SeAvers  and  Water  Mains 
have  been  flushed  Aveekly.
